Russia ns Ma ke Despera te So r­ 


ties Ag a inst the Determin* 


ed Adv a nce o f the Ja ps. 


Che Foo, May 25 .—Four Japanese 
orulsers and a fleet of torpedo boats 
and torpedo boat destroy ers pa-sed 
midway between Port Arthur and the 
Mlao Tao islands at 4 o'clock this 
morning , but no sounds of firing have 
been heard. The Russians have ag ain 
removed their g uns and troops to forts 
at New Chwang . 


London, May 
25 .—Rumor is un­ 
ceasing ly busy with the war, hut little 
credence is placed 
in the vary ing 
statements in the absence of official 
confirmation 
No confirmation of the 
report of the loss of 15 ,000 Japanese 
at Port Arthur has been received. 
A 
correspondent at Shimonoki, Japan, 
cabling under date of May 24, asserts 
that active preparations are in pro­ 
g ress for the reduction of Port Arthur, 
and that these preparations will be 
entrusted to & carefully chosen force 
of veterans forming part of the third 
army . 
Very heavy artillery , the cor­ 
respondent say s, Is being landed on 
the Liao Tung peninsula. 
Despatches show that on May 16 the 
Japanese headquarters were still at 
Feng Wans Cheng . 
This the corre­ 
spondents attribute to the necessity 
for Joint action with the Japanese 
army which has landed at Pitsewo. 
They ex plain that communication has 
not y et been established between the 
two Japanese armies, but that It is ex ­ 
pected to be effected within a few 
day s. 
The dispatch say s that the tel­ 
eg raph 
lines 
between Feng Wang 
Cheng and the south have been cut 
by Russians disg uised as Chinese. 
A 
Russian transport is moving from Liao 
Yang in the direction of Mukden, but 
it is not known whether this means 
a retirement of the army or merely 
the removal of winter clothing which 
is no long er needed. 
The movements 
of war correspondents, the dispatches 
say , are limited to a radius of a mile 
and a half from Feng Wang Cheng . 
A New Chwang correspondent de­ 
clares that General Kuropatkin Is de­ 
termined to check the Japanese at 
Liao Yang , where probably the g reat­ 
est battle of the war will be foug ht. 
He adds that the Japanese land oper­ 
ations ag ainst Port Arthur are meet­ 
ing with little success and that Lieut­ 
enant General Stoessel and Major Gen­ 
eral Fock continue to make well-di­ 
rected but desperate sorties ag ainst 
the advance of the Japanese, who are 
fig hting with stubborn determination, 
almost unequalled in history . Several 
hundred Japanese have been killed 
during the past few day s. 
Japanese 
reinforcements are arriving daily from 
Pitsewo and Polandien, according to 
this correspondent. 
A Seoul correspondent say s that Kin 
Chou is besieg ed by the Japanese and 
its surrender is momentarily ex pect­ 
ed. A Tien Tsin correspondent asserts 
that the Chinese g overnment is still 
levy ing heavy military contributions 
from the provinces, and he thinks, that 
the accumulation of silver at Pekin 
foreshadows some foolhardy action of 
the Chinese. Included in a score of ru­ 
mors is one sent by a Shang hai corre­ 
spondent to the effect that the Rus­ 
sians have been defeated near Yin 
Kau, abandoning fifty g uns, and that 
Genera] Kuropatkin has beon advised 
by Viceroy Alex leff to retreat to Har­ 
bin.

A Matter of inquiry. 
Washing ton. May 26.—Throug h our 
minister abroad the naval attaches of 
the United States have been instructed 
to report upon the number and dang er 
to neutral shipping of war mines 
floating off the Manchurian coast. The 
information will 
be placed in the 
hands of the naval g eneral board, who 
will submit its views to the president, 
and if occasion warrants It, representa­ 
tions will be made to the bellig erents. 


Continual Skirm ishing. 
Liao Yang , May 25 .—There is con­ 
tinual skirmishing between the Rus­ 
sian cavalry and the Japanese. 
Cos­ 
sacks are pressing the Japanese in the 
hills and by roads, g enerally driving 
them back. 
The g eneral plan of the 
Japanese has not been divulg ed. They 
are apparently marking time, » wait­ 
ing the arrival of reserves from Korea 
who have been delay ed owing to the 
impassibility of the roads.

One of them is that Hearst stands for 
the Rpirit of Populism far more than 
for the spirit of J effersonianism and 
while there are m illions of v oters in 
the Democratic party who are imbued 
w ith this spirit more than with the 
spirit of J effersonianism or J a ckson­ 
ian ism, yet they are prejudiced aga inst 
the Populist. 


Is it desirable for this country to 
adhere to the protectiv e principle or 
is it not? 
T here are tw o g reat facts 
standing out from all others to show 
th at it is not only desirable but essen­ 
tial. 
In the first place the country 
has enjoy ed its 
greatest prosperity 
under protection and its m ost ser­ 
ious financial rev erses hav e come to it 
under the opposite theory . 
In the 
second place t he d rift throughout the 
civ ilized wTorld ~ is tow ard protection. 
There is but one great nation th a t has 
not adopted the protectiv e principle 
as the basis for its tariff legislation, 
and th a t country is return in g to this 
principle on w hich it built up its com ­ 
m ercial 
suprem acy . 
We refer, of 
course, to G reat B ritain . 
To aban ­ 
don th is principle afte r the ex per­ 
iences we hav e had w ith it and a t a 
tim e w hen all the rest of the w orld is 
adopting it w ould be m ere folly and 
national suicide. 


An in tim ation on the part of certain 
prom inent Dem ocrat« th a t the party 
would not do so m uch to the tariff 
schedule after all crops out occasional­ 
ly .

Right aiter the sta te con­ 
v ention instructed for J udge Parker a 
number of prominent gold Democrats 
Including Sterling R. Holt, who re­ 
signed a s chairman of the sta te com­ 
mittee In the middle of the campaign 
of 1894 because of the nomination of 
Bryan, and J . L. Keach, the "potato 
king" 
politician, 
renewed 
the talk 
about Clev eland and made It so strong 
that Eastern papers took it up v ery 
seriously. 
While it is undoubtedly 
true that Clev eland still has a v ery 
large following in this state, a careful 
observ ation of the situation leads to 
the conclusion that not only the Demo­ 
crats who constitute the real party 
leadership, but those who are regard­ 
ed as the rank and file are as a rule 
opposed to Clev eland. Ev en his boom­ 
ers do not claim he could carry Indi­ 
ana, claiming merely that he would 
be stronger elsewhere than any other 
candidate yet mentioned for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination. 
It is predicted 
now that no more will be heard of the 
Clev eland boom in Indiana. 


The race for the place in the United 
Sta tes sena te occupied by Charles W. 
Fairbanks is reaching an interesting 
stage, ev en though the work of the 
candidates may be for naught. 
It was 
said 
today that Gov ernor 
Durbin’s 
friends hav e made up a sla te of can­ 
didates here for the sta te sena te con­ 
sisting of Captain W. E. English, Chas. 
Martlndale and Linton A. Cox. 
Mar- 
tindale and Co*, were candidates two 
years ago, opposing each other at the 
head of the machine and anti-machine 
forces, making the nomination of a 
compromise candidate necessary. 
It 
is said that while the opposition to 
Gov ernor Durbin has not settled defi­ 
nitely on a slate, that 8enator C. N. 
Thompson, Martin Kugg. an ex-mem­ 
ber, and Charles O. Roemier, a well- 
known young Republican, hav e been 
practically agreed on. 
The report to­ 
day that Congressman J . A. Hemen- 
way will not announce himself a can­ 
didate for 8en&tor Fairbanks' place 
pending the outcome of the national 
conv ention was generally accepted as 
true. 
It is believ ed that he will be 
known as the Fairbanks candidate If 
he does enter the race. 


There are nearly 20,000 Prohis in In­ 
diana alone, and as they are not in­ 
sensible of the honor of the conv en­ 
tion being held here, it is expected 
that ov er a fourth of them will be rep­ 
resented at the national meeting here 
the latter part of J une. 
Illinois and

vario us breeds, the impo rtance o f the 
co w’s being in perfect co nditipn may 
be understo o d. 
Fo r a so lid year the Jerseys have 
been in co nstant training. 
Twenty- 
five co ws will participate in the co n­ 
test. 
Co ws were selected fro m the 
best herds in the United States. 
Dr. J. J 
Richardso n, president o f 
the American Jersey Cattle Club, un­ 
der who se auspices this entry is made, 
to ured Euro pe and visited the famed 
Isle o f Jersey, where the breed o rigi­ 
nated. He was seeking the best co ws, 
but returned 
satisfied that 
Euro pe 
co uld sho w no co ws that were better 
than tho se bred in America. 
Tho ugh o nly tw’enty-flve co ws will 
participate in the test, fo rty co ws were 
selected. 
They 
were 
assembled at 
Jerseyville, III., a year ago . 
This Is 
near St. Lo uis, and the cattle have be­ 
co me acclimated. 
Last December they 
were remo ved to St. Lo uis. 
The co ws 
are the pro perty o f individual members 
o f the club and are lo aned fo r the term 
o f the te s t., C. T< Graves, a breeder 
a t Maitland, Mo ., was selected as the 
superintendent to have charge o f the 
cattle, and he has been highly co m­ 
plimented by Dr. Richardso n and In­ 
specto r Spann fo r the wo nderfully fine 
co nditio n in which he has placed the 
herd. 
A series o f mo del dairy barns have 
been built fo r the breeds co mpeting in 
the test. 
The barns are o ctago nal In 
fo rm, and are so arranged th at the 
co ws are in the center and a wide 
pro menade permits visito rs to pass 
aro und and view the co ws as they 
stand in their stalls. 
The milking and feeding are to be 
do ne in plain view o f the public, and 
representatives o f the vario us herds 
will at all times have access to all the 
barns to see that no sharp practices 
are indulged in. 
The test no t o nly co nsists in sho w­ 
ing the am o unt o f butter, milk and 
cheese pro duced, but the co st o f pro ­ 
ductio n is taken Into co nsideratio n. 
Every o unce o f fo o d given each co w is 
weighed and carefully reco rded. When 
the co ws are milked, the milk is co n­ 
veyed to a mo del creamery in the Ag­ 
ricultural building, where It is tested 
and made into butter and cheese and 
where all reco rds are carefully kept. 
The Jersey cattle participated in a 
similar test at Chicago during the Co ­ 
lumbian Expo sitio n and carried o ff 
first ho no rs.

o ther breeds when placed In co mpeti­ 
tio n, and this time they will sho w to 
better advantage than ever. 
No t o nly 
is the Jersey milk richer in butter fat 
than the milk o f any o ther breed, says 
Mr. Graves, but it can be pro duced at 
a less co st. 
The Jersey co ws are the 
smallest o f the standard breeds, and 
he a s s e ts that they co nsume less feed. 
They assimilate their fo o d, and it Is 
co nverted into milk and butter and is 
no t used in building up and sustaining 
a large carcass. 
“ We are go ing to m ake all o ther 
breeds take to the wo o ds after this 
test,” said Mr. Graves. 
“A few days 
ago I w as testing so me o f o ur Jersey 
milk, and my hands were all sticky 
and greasy fro m the eno rmo us amo unt 
o f butter fat the milk co ntained. 
Mr. 
Vo n Heyne, who is In charge o f the 
Ho lsteins, sent o ver a quantity o f his 
milk fo r me to test. Of co urse, fro m a 
co mmercial standpo int, there w as no 
co mpariso n between the milk, but It 
was a pleasure to test his milk, fo r 
when I go t thro ugh there was no 
grease o n my hands.

will have a bucket o f Ho lstein milk 
aro und handy to wash my hands in 
after testing o ur o wn rich Jersey milk.”
